Burns' Cottage, Ayr. Ayr has two heroes to dis- 
distinguish it, the poet Robert Burns, and the patriot 
William Wallace. Burns’ Cottage is a low thatched 
building of two rooms and a cowhouse : here he was 
born, January 25th, 1759, and here now is a Temper¬ 
ance Refreshment Room. Until 1881 the cottage was 
an ale-house, which must have pleased Burns’ jovial 
ghost well enough. 
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
